Plant Bureau Recommend)* Spray For 
Potato Foe. 


Warning of the appearance of the 
green ami 
pink potato aphids, a 
foe 
(of the potato plant has been issued by 
the State Department of Agriculture. 
Aphids have caused great damage to 
potatoes 
in years 
gone by and 
are 
{about the size of a pinhead and live 
*^lt°n the underside of potato leaves. As 
‘soon as the bugs are discovered 
the 
bureau of the plant industry 
recom­ 
mends spraying 
thoroughly with 
a 
solution 
of one part of 
Black Leaf 
I Forty to 
500 parts of water, adding 
I about two pounds of soap to fifty gal­ 
lons of water. 
The aphid also lives 
on tomato stalks, egg plants and pep­ 
per plants ami rose bushes and these
